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ABSTRACT: 

An image processing apparatus comprises a cathode ray tube (CRT) display 
device including a substantially square display region, the display 
region having a first display area for displaying a first image at a 
first magnification, a second display area for displaying a second image 
at a second magnification different from the first magnification, and a 
third display area for displaying a third image at a third magnification 
different from the first magnification memories for sequentially storing 
image information of images including the first, second and third images 
and a central processing unit (CPU) for retrieving the image information 
of the first, second, and third images, stored in the storing means, and 
permitting these images to be displayed in the first, second, and third 
display areas, respectively, in the order in which information of the 
first, second and third images are stored in a subsidiary storing means. 
The first through third display areas are rectangular and are arranged in 
the display region such that longer sides of the first and second display 
areas are parallel to a longer side of the third display area while being 
spaced from the longer side of the third display area by a predetermined 
distance.
